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ORIGIN. 

[From the First Records.] 

The idea of forming the Worshipful Masters' 
Association was suggested in a conversation be- 
tween Rt. Wor. Andrew G. Smith, D. D. G. M., of 
the First Masonic District, and Wor. Bro. J. M. 
Rodocanachi, Master of the Lodge of Eleusis. 

At the time the former made his official visit 
to the Lodge of the latter, most of the Presiding 
Masters in the District were present. Worshipful 
Brother Rodocanachi took occasion to express his 
gratification at this action, which led to a prolonged 
conversation upon the subject of more cordial re- 
lations between the Lodges. From this conver- 
sation the Association arose, and it is safe to say 
no member has ever regretted its formation, it 
having done much to show **how good and how 
pleasant it is for brethren to dwell together in 
unity.'' 



NOTE BY COMPILER OF THE 1913 EDITION. 
When this Association was formed the First Masonic District consisted of 
all the Lodges meeting in the Temple. Afterwards, when the number had in- 
creased, ten of the Lodges constituted the First Masonic District; the others 
were combined with the Cambridge Lodges as the Second Masonic District.

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INCORPORATION. 



THE first meeting of the subscribers of the 
Agreement of Association to constitute a 
corporation to be known as * * The First Worship- 
ful Masters' Association in Massachusetts,'* 
dated the 4th day of October, 1912, was held in 
the Masonic Temple, corner of Boylston and 
Tremont streets, Boston, Mass., on Friday, No- 
vember 1, 1912, at 7.30 o'clock in the evening. 

There were present of the signers of said agree- 
ment Wor. Bros. Roscoe E. Learned, Samuel H. 
Spring, Samuel Hauser, Lemuel C. Kimball, Oscar 
Storer, James M. Gleason, Charles H. Ramsay, 
William S. Heath, Charles H. Bolles and Frederic 
W. Bliss. 

On motion duly made and seconded it was voted 
to elect by ballot a temporary chairman and a tem- 
porary clerk, and Wor. Roscoe E. Learned was 
elected temporary chairman and Wor. Samuel H. 
Spring temporary clerk, each having received a 
majority of the votes cast. 

The temporary clerk was duly sworn, as appears 
by the following original oath, namely :

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BY-LAWS. 



ARTICLE L 

TITLE. 

Section 1. The style and title of the Associa- 
tion shall be **The First Worshipful Masters' 
Association in Massachusetts." 

ARTICLE IL 

OFFICERS. 

Section 1. The Officers of the Association shall 
consist of a President, Vice-President, Secretary, 
Treasurer, and a Standing Committee of three; 
also an Executive Committee of seven, having the 
power and duties of directors, said Executive Com- 
mittee to be composed of the aforesaid President, 
Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer and Standing 
Committee. 

Sect. 2. The President, Vice-President, Secre- 
tary and Treasurer shall be elected annually, by 
ballot, at the regular communication in December. 

Sect. 3. The Standing Committee shall be 
elected by ballot as follows : One member to 
serve for a term of one year, one member for a 
term of two years, one member for a term of three

years, and at each December communication there 
shall be elected one member to serve for the term 
of three years. 

Sect. 4. There may be such other officers as 
shall from time to time be judged expedient by 
the Association, and these shall be appointed by 
the President and removed at his pleasure. 

ARTICLE III. 

DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 

Section 1. It shall be the duty of the Presi- 
dent, or, in his absence, the Vice-President, to 
preside at all communications of the Association, 
and in the absence of both a President^^t? tern, shall 
be chosen. 

Sect. 2. The Secretary shall keep a full and 
impartial record of the proceedings of the Associa- 
tion. He shall notify the members of all meet- 
ings, and all committees of appointments. He 
shall collect all fees and dues from the members of 
the Association and pay them to the Treasurer, 
taking his receipt therefor. 

Sect. 3. The Treasurer shall keep in his cus- 
tody all the funds of the Association, and shall pay 
out the same as the Presiding Officer shall approve. 

Sect. 4. The Standing Committee shall man- 
age the real estate and invested funds of the As- 
sociation.

Sect. 5. The Executive Committee shall have 
the powers and duties usually appertaining to 
Directors. 

ARTICLE IV. 

OBJECTS OF THE ASSOCIATION. 

Section 1. The objects of the Association shall 
be mutual Masonic improvement, the cultivation 
of the social and moral virtues and the mainte- 
nance of a place for social meetings. 

ARTICLE V. 

OF WHOM COMPOSED. 

Section 1. This Association shall be composed 
of all who are now members of the unincorporated 
organization known as **The First Worshipful 
Masters' Association in Massachusetts/' to- 
gether with Presiding Masters of such Lodges as 
hold their communications in the Masonic Temple, 
Boston, provided they are proposed for member- 
ship within one year after their first installation, 
and admitted in accordance with the provisions of 
these By-Laws. 

ARTICLE VI. 
candidates for membership. 
Section 1. Any Worshipful Master eligible 
under the preceding article may be proposed by 
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10 BY-LAWS. 

any member of the Association, and every name 
proposed shall be referred to a committee of three, 
whose duty shall be to report at the next regular 
communication of the Association. All names 
proposed for membership shall be carried on our 
notice of the following meeting ; also the names 
of the committee appointed to investigate the 
same. 

ARTICLE VII. 

ADMISSION OF MEMBERS. 

Section 1. No candidate shall be admitted ex- 
cept by a unanimous Masonic ballot, and upon 
payment of the required fee ; and only one ballot 
shall be taken at the same communication for the 
same candidate. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

FEES. 

Section 1. The fee for membership shall be 
ten dollars, and the annual dues five dollars. 

Sect. 2. Any member who neglects to pay his 
dues for two years shall forfeit his membership 
without further action; provided, however, that 
such forfeiture may be waived by vote of the As- 
sociation.

MEETINGS. 

Section 1. Regular communications shall be 
held on the first Friday of each month, July, Au- 
gust and September excepted.

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HISTORICAL. 



In response to an invitation from Rt. Wor. 
Andrew G. Smith, D. D. G. M. of the First Ma- 
sonic District, the following brethren assembled 
at Masonic Temple, Boston, on the evening of 
October 6, 1871, for the purpose of considering 
the subject of forming an Association for mutual 
Masonic improvement and the cultivation of the 
social and moral virtues, in conformity with the 
teachings of our sacred and venerable institution. 

Rt. Wor, Andrew G. Smith, P. M. oI Winslow Lewis Lodge.

Rt. Wor. Bro. Smith was elected Chairman, and 
Wor. Bro. Rodocanachi, Secretary ; the latter 
held the position of Secretary for many years, to 
the great satisfaction of his brethren. 

On motion, it was voted that the D. D. G. M. 
call personally upon the Presiding Masters of all 
the Lodges comprising the First Masonic District, 
and invite them to participate in the deliberations 
of the next meeting. 
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It is proper to add at this point that, during 
several years of the early existence of the Asso- 
ciation, some one of the degrees was usually 
exemplified at every meeting, the various mem- 
bers filling the several chairs by appointment of 
the President. These ** lectures*' were of much 
benefit to the brethren, all of whom vied with 
each other in the excellence of their work. 

At the next meeting, Rt. Wor. Andrew G. Smith 
and Wor. Charles E. Powers were appointed a 
committee to frame suitable By-Laws for the gov- 
ernment of the Association. Wor. Bro. Rodocana- 
chi was afterwards added to this committee. This 
committee reported to the meeting held Novem- 
ber 27, 1871, and the report was accepted. Further 
action was postponed until the meeting held Janu- 
ary 5, 1872, when the By-Laws were adopted. 

At this meeting Wor. Charles H. Bolles was 
elected Treasurer, a position to which he has been 
unanimously re-elected annually to the present 
time. 

The first annual meeting was held December 6, 
1872, at J. B. Smith's, No. 10 Bulfinch street, where 
everything appertaining to the social part of the 
meeting was on the spot. 

At this time the Association contained seven- 
teen members. 
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At the meeting held January 3, 1873, the By- 
Laws were amended so as to admit to membership 
**such Worshipful Masters as had presided over 
Lodges of the First Masonic District, previous to 
the organization of the Association," the member- 
ship having thus far been confined to Presiding 
Masters. 

During this year (1873) the Association made 
strong efforts to bring about united action by the 
various Masonic bodies in this vicinity to procure 
a suitable burial lot for such members of the Fra- 
ternity as might be dependent upon Masonic 
charity, but unfortunately those efforts were not 
crowned with success. 

The second annual meeting was held at the 
house of J. B. Smith, No. 10 Bulfinch street, 
December 5, 1873, eighteen members being present. 
Rt. Wor. R. M. Field, D. D. G. M. of the First 
Masonic District, was nominated for President, 
but declined, whereupon Wor. Henry G. Fay was 
unanimously elected. 

At the meeting held January 2, 1874, the By- 
Laws were amended for the second time, whereby 
the office of Vice-President was established, the 
annual dues raised from two to five dollars, and 
an Auditing Committee constituted.

At this time the total membership was twenty- 
four, all the Lodges in the First Masonic District 
being represented. 

At the meeting held May 5, 1874, a committee 
was appointed **to report to the Association what 
action, if any, should be taken to insure the pres- 
ervation and uniformity of the work and ritual of 
the several degrees.'* 

This committee reported, June 5, and their re- 
port is well worthy the perusal of every member 
of the Association, covering, as it does, several 
pages of the records. Wm. T. R. Marvin, D. D. G. M. 
of the First Masonic District, was requested to 
present the subject to the Grand Lodge, where it 
was favorably received, and proper safeguards 
adopted, the Grand Master pronouncing it one of 
the most important matters that had been brought 
to his notice. 

The third annual meeting was held December 4, 
1874, at Masonic Temple, nineteen members being 
present. Wor. Henry G. Fay was re-elected Presi- 
dent, he first withdrawing in favor of Rt. Wor. 
Wm. T. R. Marvin, D.D.G.M., who declined, how- 
ever, to take the position. Wor. Samuel Wells was 
elected Vice-President, he being the first incumbent 
of that position. After the usual annual reports 
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and routine business, the members adjourned to 
the banquet hall, where several hours were passed 
in the social and fraternal manner thus far charac- 
terizing the meetings of the Association. 

A special meeting of the Association was held 
January 7, 1875, for the purpose of visiting Colum- 
bian Lodge, in order to be presented to His 
Majesty, Brother David Kalakaua, King of the 
Hawaiian Islands ; it proved to be a very enjoy- 
able occasion for all participating. 

The fifth annual meeting was held at Masonic 
Temple, December 8, 1876, twenty-one members 
being present, the average attendance for the year 
being thirteen. The same officers were re-elected 
who had served during the year. 

On the 20th of December, 1876, the Associa- 
tion gave a complimentary banquet to the District 
Deputy Grand Master of the First Masonic Dis- 
trict, which was participated in by twenty-one 
members, all but eight being present. 

In consequence of action taken at a meeting of 
the Association in March, 1877, suitable candle- 
sticks for the three burning tapers were procured 
for the several Lodges meeting in the Temple, the 
expense being paid by the same pro rata. 
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On the 14th of March, 1877, a special meeting 
of the Association was held for the purpose of at- 
tending the funeral of Won Bro. Henry F. Ames, 
P. M. of Aberdour Lodge, who died at Charles- 
town, March 11, at the early age of thirty-three 
years. Wor. Bro. Ames was the first member the 
Association had lost by death. 

A special meeting of the Association was held 
February 24, 1878, for the purpose of attending 
the funeral services of Rt. Wor. Bro. Andrew G. 
Smith, P. M. of Winslow Lewis Lodge, and the 
principal founder of the Association, who died 
February 19th. These services were held at the 
Church of the Unity, Rev. Bro. M. J. Savage offi- 
ciating, with singing by the Orpheus Musical Asso- 
ciation. Masonic services were also held under 
the auspices of Winslow Lewis Lodge, Won Bro. 
Geo. R. Marble, W. M. The records of the Asso- 
ciation bear a suitable memorial page. 

At the meeting held January 2, 1880, nineteen 
members were present, together with all the Pre- 
siding Masters of the First District who were not 
members of the Association. The latter were in- 
vited by the request of the Most Worshipful Grand 
Master, who wished to meet the representatives 
of the several Lodges, for the purpose of giving 
them his views regarding Masonic jurisdiction. 
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On the evening of May 1, 1882, the Association 
visited St. John^s Lodge as escort to the Most 
Worshipful Grand Master, Samuel C. Lawrence. 

At the meeting held May 5, 1882, Rt. Won 
Charles A. Welch, Past Grand Master, was unani- 
mously elected our first honorary member. 

A special meeting of the Association was held 
July 7, 1882, for the purpose of participating in 
an excursion to Oakland Beach, tendered by Wor. 
Bro. Albert A. Folsom. Twenty-seven members 
were present, together with Rt. Wor. Sereno D. 
Nickerson,and Rt. Wor. Abraham H. Rowland, Jr., 
as invited guests. It was a memorable day. 

The Association having been invited to spend 
the evening of November 11, 1882, at the residence 
of Wor. Bro. Henry G. Fay, on Warren street, 
Roxbury District, twenty-six of the members 
availed themselves of the opportunity of taking a 
ride into the country. All arrived without trouble, 
except our honorary member, who had some diffi- 
culty in finding the place. His description of his 
trip was a fitting prelude to the mirthfulness of 
the evening. 

The eleventh annual meeting was held at Ma- 
sonic Temple, December 1, 1882, thirty-eight mem- 
bers being present, the whole number at this time 
being forty-six. 
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At the meeting held January 5, 1883, a resolu- 
tion was passed whereby the Past and Presiding 
Masters of all Lodges holding their meetings in 
Masonic Teixif)4e, Boston, were to be eligible to 
men^bcrship in the Association. This was made 
necessary by the re-districting of the State by the 
Most Worshipful Grand Master. 

The twelfth annual meeting was held Decem- 
ber 7, 1883, in the stockholders' room in the Bos- 
ton and Providence Railroad depot (the banquet 
taking place in the adjoining cafe), thirty-eight 
members being present. The various officers were 
again re-elected. 

At the meeting of June 6, 1884, amendments to 
the By-Laws were made, relating to elections and 
forfeiture of membership. 

The thirteenth annual meeting and banquet were 
held in the same place as that of 1883, thirty-nine 
members being present, having as their honored 
guest Most Worshipful Abraham H. Rowland, Jr., 
Grand Master. 

The meeting of April, 1885, was made peculiarly 
interesting by the presentation of sundry articles 
of a useful character to Wor. Bro. William H. 
Thomes, prior to his departure for California. The 
genial feeling and rare wit displayed by the brethren 
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did much to overcome the natural modesty and 
embarrassment of the recipient. 

The fourteenth annual meeting was held in the 
stockholders' room in the Boston and Providence 
Railroad Station, the officers for the past year be- 
ing re-elected. Forty-eight members were present, 
together with Most Worshipful Abraham H. How- 
land, Jr., Grand Master, and Professor and Wor. 
Bro. B. A. Gould, invited guests. 

At the meeting in June, 1886, a committee was 
appointed to revise the By-Laws, being instructed 
to report in print. This committee reported to the 
meeting held October 1, when their recommenda- 
tions, with slight amendments, were adopted. 

At the meeting of March 2, 1888, Wor. Bro. 
Albert A. Folsom announced the expected arrival 
in Boston, the next June, of a deputation from the 
Honorable Artillery Company of London, Eng- 
land, and a committee was appointed to consider 
the expediency of entertaining them, consisting of 
Wor. Bros. Otis E. Weld, Charles H. Bolles, Rich- 
ard Briggs, A. A. Folsom, and J. M. Rodocanachi. 

A special communication was held June 7, 1888, 
when the nine members who were present formed 
in procession and visited Columbian Lodge, to par- 
ticipate in greeting the Masonic members of the 
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Honorable Artillery Company of London. After 
witnessing the conferring of the third degree they 
were introduced individually to the English guests 
of Columbian Lodge, and passed the rest of the 
evening together in the banquet hall. 

On the evening of June 8, 1888, another special 
communication was held, when forty-six brethren 
were present. The object of this meeting was the 
reception and entertainment by the Association 
of officers and members of the Honorable Artillery 
Company of London, England. A social conver- 
sation of half an hour was followed by an enter- 
tainment in the banquet hall ; the guests were 
obliged to depart at half-past nine o'clock, which 
caused much regret. 

At the meeting of October 4, 1889, Wor. Bro. 
Henry G. Fay contributed to the pleasure of the 
evening by an exhibition of his mimic powers as 
a whistler. 

At the meeting of February 7, 1890, a mock trial 
was held, which created much amusement. Wor. 
Bro. Walter M. Cameron was accused of libel by 
Wor. Bro. William H. Thomes. The judge, jury, 
and witnesses were all truthful liars, and the hearty 
laughter caused an appetite which was appeased 
by all having something to eat before leaving for 
home. 
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The regular meeting of October, 1895, was omit- 
ted on account of the condition of the Masonic 
Temple, the result of a very serious fire. 

The first meeting of the season of the autumn 
of the same year was held in November, in Unity 
Hall, 724 Washington street. The meeting in De- 
cember was on the occasion of the annual banquet. 

January 3, 1896. A meeting was held in Sodal- 
ity Hall, Masonic Temple, which had been repaired 
for temporary use, pending the completion of new 
quarters. 

February 7, 1896. A meeting was held in the 
new Masonic Apartments, Boylston Building, cor- 
ner of Washington and Boylston streets, it having 
been decided to tear down the Temple and erect 
a new one, as the building had been too seriously 
damaged to be restored to its former condition. 

December 4, 1896. The annual meeting and 
banquet was held at the Parker House ; this was 
also a celebration of the twenty-fifth anniversary 
of the Association. Wor. Bro. Henry G. Fay gave 
a brief history of the Association, describing many 
of the important events in which it had partici- 
pated, and also read a list of those of our mem- 
bers who had passed into that happy home where 
the wicked cease from troubling and the weary 
are at rest. The evening was one of the many 
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most pleasant gatherings of the members of this 
Association. 

For many years it was a custom for this Asso- 
ciation to visit different lodges and witness the 
work, but of late the meetings have been devoted 
to cultivating a better acquaintanceship and a 
closer friendship between the members, and thus 
indirectly between the lodges represented by their 
present and former Masters. They have been made 
interesting and enjoyable by the members them- 
selves. At each assembly someone of the brothers 
has entertained the Association by reading a paper 
•of a literary or historical nature, or one relating a 
personal experience, or by providing an enter- 
tainment which has proved most acceptable to 
the eyes, ears, and stomach of every member 
attending. 

At the meeting held March 7, 1902, Wor. Henry 
G. Fay, Wor. Albert A. Folsom, and Wor. Sam* 1 
H. Spring were appointed a committee to have a 
sufficient number of copies of the By-Laws printed, 
and also to take into consideration any changes 
advisable. They reported February 6, 1903, that 
they saw no reason for making any changes in the 
By-Laws, and recommended : 

1st. That the By-Laws of the Association be 
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printed, preceded by a proper title-page and a 
brief account of the origin of the organization. 

2d. A list of the officers since the organization 
to the present time. 

3d. A list of honorary members. 

4th. A list of all members since the formation 
of the Association. 

5th. Such extracts from the records of a his- 
torical nature as may be thought desirable. 

This report was accepted, and referred back to 
the same committee with power, and a book was 
prepared and printed. 

The number of active members. May, 1903, was 
124, and two honorary members. 

At the June meeting, 1913, held at Bass Point, 
Nahant, Saturday the 21st, postponed from the 
regular date, as the annual outing was to be held 
at the same time and place, it was voted to instruct 
the Secretary to act as a committee to have our 
By-Laws printed, together with such other matters 
as were deemed advisable, including a list of our 
present membership, and the obituary list. 

The Secretary offers this book, and hopes it will 
be found about what was desired. 

Much of the old matter has been retained, as it 
gave a brief record of what was done in the early 
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years of the Association, its objects, etc. The 
social atmosphere that prevailed then has been 
kept alive by the officials of recent years. The 
meetings have been well attended ; the members 
came because they wished to, not because they 
felt it their duty. It does not seem necessary to 
give a detailed report of just what has been done; 
those who belong know, and the pleasant memo- 
ries are cherished. We continue to entertain our- 
selves ; the good old times, which are right now, 
will go on. Our obituary list increases. New 
members are added, and the world goes on as it 
went before. Yesterdays are history, tomorrows 
are uncertain, we only have today, and why not 
make the most of each and every today / 

Among the most important recent happenings 
are the following: 

Wor. Bro. Henry M. Rowe, Past Master of 
Joseph Webb Lodge, who died June 7, 1911, be- 
queathed to this Association a house and land 
situated on Harvard street, Boston, valued at about 
five thousand dollars. This necessitated some ac- 
tion on the part of the Association before it could 
legally receive the property. 

At a meeting held Friday evening, October 6, 
1911, the following committee was appointed to 
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consider this condition and report what action it 
deemed necessary. The committee appointed was

This committee made a report in writing at the 
meeting held Friday evening, March 1, 1912. It 
made eight recommendations, which were adopted. 

It recommended that this Association become 
an incorporated body, and gave in detail the rea- 
sons why, also how this could be done. It also 
recommended that a committee of thirteen be 
appointed to act as incorporators. 

This report was accepted, and President Fred- 
eric W. Bliss made the following appointments :
